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Family hoping to find 
good while grieving 
daughter’s death

The family of a young 
woman who recently 
lost her battle against 
acute lymph node leu¬ 
kemia complications is 
hoping that one of the 
causes she championed 
will benefit from her 
death. 

Laura-Lee Eccleston, 
aged 20, passed away 
on Aug. 7 due to stem 
cells attacking her lungs. 
She received a stem cell 
transplant as one treat¬ 
ment to deal 
with a leuke¬ 
mia diagnosis 
in September 
2013. 

While her 
father Dave 
said the trans¬ 
plant, which 
she received 
on Feb. 12, 
initially went 
well and she 
was deemed 
leukemia-free 
on May 23, 
the stem cells 


lieu of contributions to 
any other organization. 
Funds in excess of funer¬ 
al costs (the funeral took 
place on Aug. 19) will be 
donated to the Calgary 
Zoo. 

Laura-Lee was diag¬ 
nosed with brain dam¬ 
age in her teens. When 
she died, she had the 
intellectual ability of a 
12-year-old. 

“Everybody that she 
came in contact with just 
loved her. If she saw you 
and you gave her a smile 
then she’d talk your ear 
| off for the 


started attack¬ 
ing Laura-Lee’s 
lungs to the 
point that she went back 
to the Foothills Medical 
Centre for treatments in 
mid-July. 

She was put into a 
medically-induced coma 
to deal with a left lung 
that had lost 60 per cent 
capacity and a right lung 
that had lost all capacity. 

“She had a big heart 
when it came to animals 
and she had a big heart 
when it came to people. 
If she saw a stray animal 
on the side of the road 
she’d say, ‘dad, we have 
to pick it up’," Dave said. 

After the flood in June 
2013, Laura-Lee became 
concerned about the 
damage the water caused 
to the Calgary Zoo. As a 
result of that love for 
animals, the family has 
set up a fund to contrib¬ 
ute to the Calgary Zoo, in

gested a 
stem cell 
transplant. After several 
infections cleared up, 
Laura-Lee received radi¬ 
ation therapy followed 
by the transplant on Feb. 
12. In the first 10 days 
after the stem cell trans¬ 
plant, Laura-Lee devel¬ 
oped dry-mouth sores so 
severe that she couldn’t 
swallow or eat. 

Despite all her trials, 
her father said Laura-Lee 
never lost her trademark 
sunny disposition. 

“She was really frus¬ 
trated because she 
couldn’t talk. Even with 
the mouth sores she 
would try to talk and 
she would get frustrat¬ 
ed because she couldn't 
talk, and (staff at) the 
bone marrow clinic said 
she was a breath of fresh 
sunshine because she 
would come in smiling

the biggest smile ever. 
All the staff loved her 
because she was very 
outgoing," her father 
said. 

Dave said he was 
amazed by the number 
of people that his daugh¬ 
ter touched during her 
lifetime. At the funeral, 
the family met many 
people whom Laura-Lee 
left an impression on. 


“Everybody that came 
in contact with her, she 
touched their hearts. I 
was blown away ... at 
the funeral with the 
amount of people she 
had touched from the 
group homes in the past 
to the staff from the hos¬ 
pital who came to the 
funeral, it just floored 
me,” he said. 

Dave said he is grate¬ 


ful to all the people in 
the community that have 
lent their support to the 
family during Laura- 
Lee’s battle. Whether it 
was the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church that 
helped the family out 
financially, or friends 
who lent, emotional sup¬ 
port during Laura-Lee’s 
illness, the family is 
grateful. 


“1 am very proud to live 
in Didsbury with the kind 
of supports we have. I 
just wish it didn’t have to 
be a tragedy or sadness 
to have help," he said.

Recent 
wildlife 
encounters 
highlight 
dangers 

The wilderness areas of 
West Central Alberta are 
among the most scenic rec¬ 
reation regions anywhere in 
Canada, providing countless 
opportunities for people to 
ei\joy the great outdoors in 
majestic splendour. 

Whether it’s camping, fish¬ 
ing, hiking, quadding or just 
day-driving and sightseeing, 
the region has become more 
popular with area residents 
and visitors from the big cit¬ 
ies. 

Yet the area is also home for some of the largest 
wildlife populations in the province, being habitat 
for deer, elk, moose, bears, cougars, coyotes, wolves 
and many, many other creatures. 

Unfortunately the bringing together of wild ani¬ 
mals and more and more people in the region will 
inevitably lead to unexpected encounters, some of 
which have the potential to be very dangerous or 
even deadly. 

A few recent examples of close calls with wildlife 
in the region show some of the potential dangers 
out there: 

• A grizzly bear chased two people on an all-terrain 
vehicle near the Clearwater Trading Campground 
west of Caroline. There were unconfirmed reports of 
a sow with two cubs in the area. 

• Campers sighted a grizzly bear in their camp¬ 
ground along the Little Red Deer River west of Water 
Valley. 

• A couple fishing on the Fallen Timber Creek 
spotted a large cougar advancing towards them. 
They discharged a bear banger deterrent device, 
which scared the animal off. 

Mountain View BearSmart Society (MVBS) was 
formed several years ago following the death of a 
bow hunter in a grizzly bear attack near Bergen. 
Since then the society’s volunteers have worked tire¬ 
lessly to ensure that people visiting and working in 
the West Country do so in safety. 

And a big part of staying safe when it comes to 
unwanted wildlife encounters is being aware of how 
to avoid trouble and how to get out of it if it does 
occur, say society officials. 

“Always be aware of your surroundings, making 
enough noise that wildlife will hear you coming, 
and give all wildlife plenty of space to move away 
from you," said MVBS board member Jane Bicknell. 
“Know how to reduce the likelihood of an encounter 
and be prepared should an encounter take place." 

There have been a number of serious wildlife 
encounters in the province this year, including the 
death of a woman in a bear attack outside Fort 
McMurray in May 

Thankfully all the recent wildlife* encounters in this 
region have ended without incident. Nevertheless, 
throughout the remainder of the busy summer sea¬ 
son, anyone visiting the district’s wilderness areas is 
advised to always be wildlife safe. 
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Spending habits and lost opportunities

Troy Media/ - Governments, 
like fanulies, make choices. And 
governments, like families, some¬ 
times make choices that deny 
them other options: for example, 
spending money on having dinner 
out every night may preclude the 
purchase of a nicer automobile. 

That leads me to the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment, its spending preferences 
and this question: if Albertans had 
$41 billion to spend via the provin¬ 
cial government, how would they 
allocate it? 

I pose the question because, in 
a retrospective look at provincial 
spending, that’s the extra money 
that would have been available 
had the province increased pro¬ 
gram spending in a more con¬ 
trolled manner since the mid- 
2000s. 

Back in 1993/94 the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment spent $8,978 per person 
(and I emphasize, on programs, 
not capital, which 1 will address 
shortly). That was just before the 
Ralph Klein government began to 
cut government spending sharply 
in the mid-1990s. 

Three years later (in 1996/97), 
per person program spending hit 
a low of $6,828. The province 
then steadily increased spending 
so that by 2004/05 it was spending 
$8,965 mutually per Albertan on 
programs. (These numbers ;md 
all the following ones are adjusted 
for inflation to allow for apple to 
apple comparisons.) 

So by the mid-point of the last 
decade, the Alberta government 
spent as much every year on pro¬ 
grams per person as it did before 
budget cuts in the mid-1990s. 
But it didn’t stop there. Program 
spending continued to soar and 
hit $10,747 per person by 2008/09, 


about where it has stayed ever 
since (down modestly to $10,672 
by 2012/13). 

At about this point someone will 
say: “Yes, but Alberta has all these 
new people. We need schools, 
hospitals, improved roads. That 
explains the higher spending." 

Except the above numbers 
are about just program spending 
(education, healthcare along with 
other progrants and their associ¬ 
ated staffing costs and pensions), 
not capital spending. And the 
numbers account for increases in 
population. 

Now imagine the province had 
kept already high per person pro¬ 
gram spending where it was in 
2004/05, but since then increased 
it every year by only enough to 
cover inflation and population 
growth. Between 2005/06 and 
2012/13 inclusive, the province 
would have then spent $41 bil¬ 
lion less than it actually did on 
programs, about $259 billion in 
total rather than the $300-billion 
it spent. 

Assuming no change in either 
the annual surplus or deficit in 
that period, what else could have 
been done with that $41 billion? 
In other words, what were the 
foregone opportunities for the $41 
billion? 

One option was to spend more 
on capital projects (i.e. schools, 
hospitals, roads) in part to help 
the movement of goods and ser¬ 
vices and to increase the prov¬ 
ince’s capacity to provide high- 
quality education and healthcare. 
Between 2005/06 and 2012/13, 
the province spent $50 billion on 
capital projects. Imagine what the 
province would look like today 
if some of the extra $41 billion 
in program spending had instead 
been spent on new or improved 


infrastructure in Alberta. 

Another forgone option was 
tax relief. Between 2004/05 
and 2012/13, f he province col¬ 
lected $67.5 billion in personal 
income taxes from Albertans. 
That means 61 per cent ($41 bil¬ 
lion) of all the personal income 
tax collected during that period 
went to program spending that 
exceeded inflation and popula¬ 
tion growth. 

Or consider this possibil¬ 
ity, often a popular option when 
Albertans look at the much 
larger resource funds in Alaska 
or Norway: extra deposits into 
the Alberta Heritage Savings 
and Trust Fund, the rainy day 
fund for future generations of 
Albertans. Between 2005/06 and 
2012/13, the province deposited 
a mere $4.5 billion (or roughly 
one-ninth of the extra $41 bil¬ 
lion spent on programs) into the 
Heritage Fund. 

Had the government concen¬ 
trated just on bumping up the 
Heritage Fund balance and not the 
other options just noted, anoth¬ 
er $41 billion could have been 
plunked down into the Heritage 
Fund. 

Regrettably, none of these 
options was available. Instead, 
the money all went to program 
spending, including to some rath¬ 
er generous wage and pension 
agreements in the government 
sector. So, since the mid-point 
of the last decade, the result was 
at least three foregone options 
for $41 billion: capital spending, 
or tax relief, or Heritage Fund 
deposits, or some combination of 
the three. 

Call t hem the three lost oppor¬ 
tunities.

Look-Up 
lines are 
a first in 
Canada

The Penhold Regional 
Multiplex Is making hock¬ 
ey history with the paint¬ 
ing of Look-Up Lines on its 
ice surface. 

Originally an innovation 
of Thomas E. Smith, a for¬ 
mer hockey player who 
battled back from a spinal 
cord injury due to a hock¬ 
ey accident in 2008 when 
he hit the boards behind 
the net headfirst, their 
introduction into hockey 
arenas is just beginning. 

“As far as we can tell, 
Penhold is the first arena to 
have the lines painted onto 
the ice in Canada," said 
Mike Szewzuk, Penhold 
multiplex manager. “I did 
not know what the lines 
were when 1 first saw them 
on our professional web¬ 
site, but soon researched 
them and realized it was a 
simple install.” 

The Look-Up Lines warn 
players to keep their heads 
up to prevent head and 
neck injuries, to be careful 
not to bodycheck players 
from behind, and provide 
a visual reminder that they 
are close to the boards 
to allow them to make 
adjustments on-ice. 

“When we looked into 
the lines closely,” said 
Szewzuk, “It turned out 
that the cost to the facil¬ 
ity was only $650 for the 
paint, and labour to apply 
it on-ice. For that level of 
investment, it made sense 
to apply the 40-inch wide 
paint strip safety-wise." 

The facility manager 
added word of their use of 
the safety lines has quic kly 
spread. 

“A group of arena man¬ 
agers from Red Deer is 
planning to meet with us 
to discuss them and will 
likely implement the safe¬ 
ty feature," said Szewzuk. 
“We have received some 
requests across Canada 
who will also be looking at 
them for next year.” 

Rick Binnendyk, the 
town’s chief administra¬ 
tive officer, was pleased 
with the attention the 
Look-Up Line installation 
has received. 

“To date we have not 
received any complaints 
about the lines and look 
forward to helping other 
communities take an 
active role in eliminating 
spinal injuries on the ice," 
said Binnendyk.

About 15 players 
attended the sec¬ 
ond of two practic¬ 
es for the Didsbury 
Dragons last week 
in preparation for the 
Mountain View 9-Man 
Football Conference 
season that starts in 
September. 

The team is coming 
off an appearance in 
the championship final 
last season, and head 
coach Mark Lefebvre 
is hoping for another 
good season in 2014. 
The team has a good 
mix of young talent and 
more experienced play¬

“We went to the 
championship game 
(last season) with a 
young team and we’re 
just that much older 
(this season) so we’re 
looking good,” he said. 

Thus far, everyone 
on the roster is show¬ 
ing their general skill 
and the coaching staff 
hasn’t assigned indi¬ 
vidual players to either 
offensive or defensive 
roles on the team. 
Lefebvre said that will 
be done further along 
in the pre-season after 
players get more prac¬ 
tice time in. 

Because there are 
so many players the 
coaching staff will 
be able to draw on, 
Lefebre said there will 
be a lot fewer players 
playing on both sides of 
the ball this season in 
comparison to previous 
years. That should help 
the Dragons later in the 
year as the number of 
practices and games 
adds up to potentially 
more injuries. 

“(Players) don’t like 
(to specialize). They 
want to play all the 
time, especially the 
veterans, but it bodes 
well for us later in the 
season when we’re 
not as banged up," he 
said. 

The team will have 
two more weeks of 
practices before open¬ 
ing the season Sept. 
6 against the Sundre 
Bisons in Sundre.
